Members of the Lompoc Advisory 
Committee for the General Plan Thurs­ 
day voted to recommend against the 
proposed division of a 100-acre parcel on 
Drum Canyon Road. 


The group based its action on the argu­ 
ment that the area was too removed 
from county service areas for the crea­ 
tion of three 10-acre homesite parcels 
and one 70-acre parcel as proposed 


In other action, the committee, which 
is headed by Art Hibbits, recommended 
100 acre zoning on a broad area east of 
Lompoc, but deferred to the county plan­ 
ning department and the Board of Super­ 
visors, a decision on whether to apply 


ly. The district wants final authority in 
settling disputes with teachers, while the 
LEA wants an outside, neutral mediator 
to determine resolutions 
On W ednesday, the L E A made 
counterproposals to contract sections on 
transfers, leaves and evaluation. Unlike 
the LEA , the district did not respond im­ 
mediately, but promised counteroffers 
for today. 
The two sides spent Wednesday after­ 
noon discussing for the first time, or 
‘‘clarifying,’’ four LEA contract items: 
teacher physical checkups, “ personal 
and academic freedom’’ and other 
procedural items.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Unemploy­ 
ment rose to 7.1 per cent in June, but 
wholesale prices dropped abruptly by 0.6 
per cent — the biggest decline in nearly 
four years, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The decline in wholesale prices, 
caused prim arily by a 6 3 per cent drop 
in farm products, promised a substan­ 
tial cooling of inflation for consumers in 
the months ahead — particularly in the 
grocery category. 
But there was no good news for 
America’s jobless. Unemployment rose 
0.2 per cent from May, when the rate fell 
to 6.9 per cent for the first time since the 
recession began. 
President Carter’s economic advisers 
have been predicting that the strong in­ 
flation of early 1977 would ease during 
the summer. But they hold out little hope 
that unemployment could be reduced 
substantially this year 
Unemployment rose 210,000 to 7 
million in June, with most of the in-, 
crease occurring among adult women.

The Federal Electric Corp. has been 
granted another Air Force contract — 
this one worth possibly as much as $150 
million — which will allow the corpora­ 
tion to remain the largest contractor at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The contract with the Air Force Space 
and Missile Test Center is for $72,302,335 
and runs from July 1, 1977 until Sept. 30, 
1979, according to Lt. John Lawrence, 
SAMTEC public information officer. 
Further, Lawrence said the agreement 
includes two one-year “ priced options’’ 
which could push the total value of the 
pact to about $150 million. 
Law rence said the options were 
entered into agreement now for a price, 
but are subject to future renegotiation 
due to inflation, or other changes in the 
mission or contract. 
FEC employs about 1,200 personnel in 
o p e ratio n s at V an d en b erg and 
throughout the Western Test Range. 1116 
bulk of the employes, about 1,000, 
however, work out of Vandenberg. 
Lawrence said the contract would enable 
FEC to “ just about sustain present 
operations" without substantial hiring or 
layoffs. 
The pact covers the operation and 
maintenance of SAM TEC’s technical 
facilities on the Western Test Range. In 


The economy also continued to create 
new jobs, causing a 270,000-rise to 90.7 
million in total employment. 
The Wholesale Price Index was 194.5 in 
June, reflecting an increase of 6 2 per 
cent over the same month last year. TTiis 
means that goods costing $100 a decade 
ago, now cost $194.50. 
June brought the first decline in 
wholesale prices in 10 months, and the 
largest drop since September, 1973. 
Farm prices have not declined as much 
as 6 3 per cent in three years. 
Industrial prices rose a bare 0.3 per 
cent in June — the smallest rise since 
last December — and processed foods 
and feeds declined 1.7 per cent. 
The cooling trend in inflation was ap­ 
parent. Wholesale prices rose at an an­ 
nual rate of 4 per cent in the last three 
months, compared to more than 10 per 
cent in the first three months of 1977. 
June’s increase in unemployment was 
caused primarily by a larger than nor­ 
mal influx of available workers into the 
American labor market.

Mine blast 
kills four 
in Virginia 


ST CHARLES. Va (U P I) - 
The bodies of four miners, 
killed Thursday by a powerful 
explosion that rocked a south­ 
western Virginia coal mine, 
were recovered early today 
from an area found full of dead­ 
ly methane gas 
Fourteen others, who were 
about 1,500 feet away from the 
victims at the time of the blast, 
escaped after they were driven 
back from a rescue attempt by 
smoke, dust and gas. 
“ It started with a roar and 
then the shaft started shaking 
and I was thrown into the air,” 
said Chad Blevens. one of the 14 
who escaped “ I figure if the ex­ 
plosion didn’t kill them, the 
smoke did ” 
Blevens said he and other 
miners searched for the four 
until mine inspectors ordered 
them out 
Bodies of the dead miners 
were removed from the mile- 
deep mine at 2 a m. today, 
about 16 hours after the explo­ 
sion The Federal Mine Safety 
Enforcement Administration 
began an investigation of the 
cause 
“ We don’t know what hap­ 
pened.” said Charlie Poe, co­ 
owner with his uncle, Clyde 
Poe. of the P& P Coal Co. mine 
outside this small Lee County 
community. Tt's tragic.” , 
The blast erupted while the 
four miners were attempting to 
retrieve a piece of equipment 
from an inactive portion of the 
mine, dug horizontally into the 
Little Black Range mountains 
The dead were identified as 
Bill Perkins. 31, of Jonesville, 
Va., Harold Johnson. 33, of St. 
Charles, Harold Wells, 40, of St 
Charles, and Danny Tester, 29, 
of Woodway 
Hundreds of persons, includ­ 
ing relatives, curiosity seekers 
and teams of news reporters, 
waited through the day Thurs­ 
day until rescuers equipped 
with oxygen masks found the 
bodies huddled near a storage 
shed about 8:45 p m 
Clyde Poe. visibly shaken, 
confirmed with a trembling 
voice, “ They have been found ” 


Authorities said a pocket of 
volatile methane gas was found 
near the victims 
Poe said, “ As much as I can 
remember we have never been 
cited for violation because of 
methane ” 


Rancher charged 
with murdering 
rich relative

Caldwell's mother indicated 
that she had “ shown a strong in­ 
clination to spend more than 
her means," authorities said 
Miss Congdon, 83, and her 
substitute night nurse, Velma 
Pietila, 65, were found mur­ 
d ered Ju n e 27 at M iss 
Congdon's 39-room mansion 
Glenshene on the shore of Lake 
Superior. Miss Congdon had 
been smothered in her bedroom 
and her nurse had been 
bludgeoned with a brass can­ 
delabrum 
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Gas additive 
banned by Air 
Resources Board 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - The 
California Air Resources Board 
has banned the gasoline addi­ 
tive MMT, the only state to do 
so, on the grounds it damages 
automobile antismog devices 
and endangers health 
Board Chairman Tom Quinn 
said Thursday that tests showed 
MMT clogged antismog devices 
required by California law 
California has stricter pollution 
laws than other states, and cars 
sold here are equipped with 
more restrictive devices than 
those sold elsewhere. 
“ The integrity of our entire 
vehicle emissions control pro­ 
gram is at stake." Quinn said 
He said the board received 
“ somewhat incomplete” evi­ 
dence that MMT by-products 
could be toxic if inhaled over a 
long period of time. 
“ In d u stria l ex p o su r e to high 
levels of MMT by-products.” he 
said, “ has already resulted in 
two typ es of d isease — 
manganese pneumonia and 
chronic manganese poisoning, 
which can cause permanent 
brain damage ” 
The additive, fully named 
methylcyclopentadienyl 
man­ 
ganese tricarbonyl, is widely 
used by oil companies to boost 
the octane rating of lead-free 
gasoline — indispensable for 
cars with catalytic converters 
The converters, antismog de­ 
vices found on most new cars 
sold in California, can be ruined 
by gasolines containing lead, 
which was commonly used in 
the past to boost octane. 
Ford and General Motors 
spokesmen told the Board their 
new cars might not meet 
California emissions standards 
if drivers burned gasoline with 
MMT 
Ford executive Don Jensen 
told the Board the manganese- 
based additive leaves porous 
deposits in combustion cham­ 
bers that trap unburned fuel, 
which eventually is exhausted 
into the atmosphere 
The ban will take effect in 60 
days, allowing oil companies 
time to use up the MMT they 
already have in stock 
A board spokesman said oil 
companies were confident they 
can use other compounds at no 
large increase in cost He said 
the only major opposition to the 
ban came from makers of the 
additive

Panel emitted deadly 
smoke during prison fire 


DANBURY, Conn (U P I) - 
In recent years, the drab walls 
and ceilings at the 40-year-old 
Danbury federal penitentiary 
have been covered over with 
more attractive, flame resis­ 
tant fiberglass paneling. 
But today, prison officials 
believe it was the melting pan­ 
eling that gave off a dense, 
deadly smoke which overpow­ 
ered scores of inmates early 
Thursday when a fire broke out 
in a crowded cellblock 
Five inmates were killed and 
62 others injured 
Five were 
listed in critical condition at 
Danbury Hospital 
A female guard disobeyed 
orders and opened a door, 
allowing other trapped inmates 
to flee. Prisoners said her ac­ 
tion saved an untold number of 
lives 


Norman A Caiison, director 
of the Federal Bureau of 
Prisons, called it “ the worst 
disaster” in federal prison 
history and ordered a board of 
inquiry to begin an investiga­ 
tion today 


Carlson, who flew to the 
penitentiary within hours of the 


blaze, said the other 37 federal 
prisons around the nation also 
would be re-examined for fire 
hazards 


“ The board of inquiry will 
begin work first thing in the 
morning,” Carlson said in a 
telephone interview from his 
Springfield. Va , home Thurs­ 
day night “ I've told them to 
work right through the week­ 
end I want them to investigate 
every facet of the fire I hope to 
have a full report within in the 
next two weeks 


“ This is the worst disaster 
we’ve ever had," Carlson said. 
“ We re going to have to look at 
ail our institutions now.” 
Inmates said an unidentified 
guard may have cost the five in­ 
mates their lives when he 
“ panicked" trying to unlock a 
cell-block door and broke the 
key. Officials said later a key 
was broken, but refused further 
comment. 
The blaze started at 1:30 a m 
in a washroom area where in­ 
mates kept their work clothes 
and spread “ like a blowtorch” 
through a cellblock jammed 
with 80 persons.

The company said 8.000 more 
workers who had been part of 
the B1 project would be laid off 
from Rockwell’s E l Segundo 
plant. 


The President’s decision to 
end production of the Minute- 
man III missile was announced 


Wednesday by the Department 
of Defense 
David Newbro, director of 
public and customer relations 
at Autonetics, said some 70 
employes will be laid off in Ju ­ 
ly, 400 in October and 250 at 
locations other than Anaheim 
between July and January. 
“ In addition to the Anaheim 
layoffs, approximately 250 per­ 
sons will be terminated at other 
Rockwell Divisions between 
now and Janaury,” Newbro 
said. 
He said Autonetics has a con­ 
tract for building the final 10 
sets of guidance and control 
components with deliveries to 
be completed by November. 


FA IRBA N K S. Alaska (U P I) 
— Crude oil again is being 
pumped through Alyeska’s new 
$9 billion pipeline from the 
shores of the Arctic Ocean after 
a three-day shutdown caused by 
a nitrogen leak. 
The Alyeska Pipeline Ser­ 
vices Co. ordered the shutdown 
Monday when technicians de­ 
tected nitrogen leaking from an 
underground section leading to 
Pump Station No. 8 near Fair­ 
banks and 433 miles south of 
Prudhoe Bay where the line 
begins. 
Pumping resumed when re­ 
pairs were completed Thurs­ 
day. 
No oil was spilled because the 
flow was stopped 15 miles to the 
north of the problem which 
technicians diagnosed as sever­ 
al cracks in an elbow of the 48- 
inch pipe They believed the 
cracks were caused when new 
nitrogen was pumped into the 
line and some of it gathered in 
super cold liquid form at the 
bottom of the elbow. 
Nitrogen was pumped into the 
line to purge it of air and 
eliminate fire danger before the 
pumping of oil began June 20 
As the oil moved through the 
line, some of the nitrogen was 
vented by the pumping press­ 
ure, requiring new nitrogen to 
be added at various stations en 
route to the southern terminus 
at Valdez. 
Ordinarily, the nitrogen vapo­ 
rized and warmed as it went 
into the line, but technicians 
said some must have entered at 
Pump Station No 8 in liquid 
form at minus 290 degrees and 
the sudden temperature change 
caused the steel pipe to crack 
The fractured piece of pipe was 
sent to a lab o rato ry for 


Albert hit 
for business 
program move 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I) - 
Former Speaker Carl Albert 
used his influence in 1972 to help 
get a white-owned business into 
the S m a ll B u sin e ss A d ­ 
m inistration’s 8A program 
which was designed to help 
minorities. 
Albert said he did nothing 
beyond what a congressman 
ought to do to help an 
economically depressed town 
get a factory, but the former 
SBA official who told U PI of 
Albert’s intercession called it 
“ blatant political pressure.” 
Asked if politics played a big 
role in the award of SBA loans 
and contracts set aside for 
minorities, former SBA official 
Donald Dunlap said. “ Damn’ 
right.” 
He told of an instance when 
he was director of the 8A 
program in 1972. 
“ I kept saying no to a white- 
owned firm in (Hartshorn) 
Oklahoma — Oklahoma Aero- 
tronics — because it was owned 
by a guy named (James H.) 
Jim Rice. He said he was hav­ 
ing trouble getting government 
contracts and wanted to be 
declared disadvantaged ’ 
“ And he kept getting political 
phone calls and letters sent to 
me from the Hill, including 
from staff members of Carl 
Albert’s. One day Carl Albert 
called Tom Kleppe and myself 
to his office and there was Mr. 
Rice and he (Albert) insisted 
Rice be approved for 8A con­ 
tracts 
“ So (then-SBA administrator 
Thomas) Kleppe agreed to do it 
and asked me if there was some 
way it could be be done, and I 
said Do whatever you want to 
do.’ So I was assigned the task 
to write up a regulation. Tliis 
was rather blatant political 
pressure ”

Concorde 
ban renewed 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - The 
Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey has voted un­ 
animously to continue its 16- 
month ban against Concorde 
SST operations at Kennedy Air­ 
port, pending further noise 
studies. 
Earlier in the day, the com­ 
missioners held a three-hour 
closed-door conference with en­ 
vironmental consultants. 
The continuation of the ban 
comes only days before the 
matter will be argued again in 
federal court. 
According to the newly 
selected PA chairman, Alan 
Sagner, the consultants. Aubrey 
McKennel of McKennel Associ­ 
ates of London, and Dr Carl 
Cryter of Stanford Research 
Institute, told the board that 
while landing, the SST has a 
“ high level of low frequency 
energy ” 
He said this can result in 
significant annoyance and com­ 
plaints relating to noise and 
house vibrations 
Sagner said a “ Vibration- 
Rattle Index” is being prepared 
and more research and analysis 
is required 
Spokesmen in New York for 
Air France and British Air­ 
ways, which fly the Concorde, 
had no comment on the deci­ 
sion. but said they would be in 
court next Tuesday.

“ The m ajo rity of state 
employes will receive increases 
of approximately 7.5 per cent,”

But clerical workers, he said, 
will receive 6.5 per cent which 
reflects the wages paid their

B E L IZ E CITY. Belize (U P I)

there could be no “ sudden move 
toward indpendence” for this 
tiny Central American nation 


The British and Guatemalan 
negotiators, who ended two 
days of talk late Thursday, is­ 
sued a communique saying both 
sides had agreed to work to 
defuse tensions over Britain’s 
last colony in Latin America 


G u a t e m a la , wh ich has 
claimed Belize — once known 
as British Honduras — for the 
last 150 years, had warned it 
would invade the colony if 
Great Britain granted it in­ 
dependence 
Hundreds of British soldiers, 
many veterans of the fighting in 
Northern Ireland, were air­ 
lifted into Belize City Thursday 
after Guatemala escalated its 
threat to take over the 
Massachusetts-sized colony 
The Washington communique 
said British Minister of State 
Ted Rowlands would visit 
Guatemala “ as soon as possible

My tomato plants are dying. 
I went out and checked them again last 
night and it’s true.

I simply don’t understand it. 
The spot I selected is protected by the 
house so I planted them the latter part of 
February. 
I was pretty smug about it, too, as I 
recall, thinking how I would surely have 
home grown tomatoes before anyone 
else in the valley. 
“ I’ll share,” I promised all my friends. 
How embarrassing. 
Oh, yes. 
They grew and bloomed 
profusely until the past few weeks when, 
at about five feet tall, the vines began to 
wither and die. 
“ You’re killing them with kindnsss, 
again,” my Old Bogey chided 
I figured he was probably right. If it 
comes to over-watering or underwater­ 
ing, I’ll pick the most every time. (It has 
so m ething to do w ith a stra n g e 
philosophy at our house that if a little is 
good, a lot is better.) 
But that wasn’t it. Upon close inspec­ 
tion, I’m pretty sure it’s those little 
buck-teethed devils that have been din­ 
ing on the succulent tender roots of not 
only my tomatoes but also. I note with 
dismay, the squash I, too, have been 
promising all my friends 
(“ Don’t plant squash, for heaven’s 
sake,” I rem em ber telling them. 
“ I’ll 
have more than enough for everyone.” ) 
Woe is me. 
What really baffled me was that I 
could find no definite holes they’d dug 
So I marched into the house and looked 
up “Gopher” in our set of Natural 
Science Encyclopedias and discovered 
som e very in terestin g things you 
probably already know 
Pocket gophers, which are found main­ 
ly in western United States and Mexico, 
spend most of their time in underground 
burrows (And, boy, do I know that!) 
They seldom come to the surface and 
when they do they quickly fill their 
burrow with dirt so it is again sealed off 
from the outside. 
Which is why I couldn’t find the hole. 
The information also says that each 
gopher occupies his own burrow system 
except when seeking a mate. So I must 
presume one little varmint is happily un­ 
dermining my precious garden, con­ 
tentedly chomping away on the bottoms 
of the tops I’d hoped to share with 
friends 
I hope they understand, I still don’t. 
I do not understand the utter perver­ 
sity of nature which allows the lowly 
gopher to prosper on my fruits and 
vegetables but steers him clear of the 
tenacious, crawling, creeping ivy that 
threatens to climb through the windows 
into the house and strangle us in our 
beds 
Sounds like a good plot for a sci-fi 
thriller, doesn't it?

But the people who 
are won’t think that's so far-fetched 
If you’re not out there hacking away at 
it at least once a week you can no longer 
find the walkways from here to there.

Carole Kirk's 
enthusiasm abounds

It would be extrem ely difficult to find 
anyone more enthusiastic about what 
she’s doing than Carole Kirk of Santa 
Maria. 
Mrs Kirk is new president of Santa 
Barbara County Chapter 22. Mended 
Hearts, Inc. 
Undoubtedly some of her enthusiasm 
stems from being so grateful to have her 
husband. Lynn, alive Back in November 
1973, when he had his triple arterial 
bypass heart surgery, things had to be 
pretty much touch-and-go. 
Today, Lynn Kirk is an active member 
and Carole is an associate member of 
Mended Hearts, the organization which, 
both individually and as a group, lends 
moral support and reassurance to others 
who find themselves in the same position 
as the Kirks four years ago. 
It is for the benefit of these people that 
Mrs 
Kirk is publicizing the Mended 
Hearts program so that they may take 
advantage of the services available 
To begin with, it takes six months 
following heart surgery before members 
of the organization can become visitors 
in the program, talking to other patients 
Up to that time. Mrs Kirk explains, 
the new member is considered a “men­ 
ding” heart and still too inclined to talk 
about his own surgery. 
After that time, “ visiting” seminars 
are set up twice a year by cardiologists 


and cardiovascular surgeons to train the 
member to do the most good when 
visiting the doctors' pre-operative and 
post-operative patients 


To become an accredited “ visitor.” a 
member must attend the two seminars, 
between them involving a total of six 
hours training 
Mrs. Kirk details the method of 
referral like this: After giving his 
patient a thorough examination with 
heart catharization. the doctor talks to 
his patient, explaining the problem and 
the surgery involved 


If the patient elects to go through with 
the surgery, the doctor recommends he 
talk to an accredited visitor from 
Mended Hearts The visitor then is able 
to reassure the patient because, having 
“been there” himself, he fully unders­ 
tands what the patient is going through. 
Patients are more at ease with the 
visitor and often will express doubts and 
fears to him that they’d never voice to 
their doctors. These, the visitor reports 
back to the doctor who, in turn, is able to 
clear up any m isapprehensions his 
patient may have.

Property owners suggest 
own wastewater facility 


A large number of people who 
own 
undeveloped property 
within the Santa Ynez Com­ 
m unity 
Services 
D istrict 
Wednesday night requested the 
district consider the possibility 
of 
d e v e lo p in g 
its 
own 
wastewater treatment plant in­ 
stead of buying capacity in the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District facility 


A fter expressing 
their 
preference for the creation of a 
plant in Santa Ynez rather than 
tie-in with SM1D, the district 
board agreed to name directors 
Tony Hernandez and Braxton 
Smith to a committee to study 
the possible use of reclaimed 
water in the operation of the 
plant 


Both the SYCSD and SMID 
have been working since 1975 in 
developing a joint powers 
agreement whereby Santa Ynez 


wastewater would be moved via 
pipeline parallel to Highway 246 
to the plant in Solvang west of 
the Alisal Bridge 


The primary purpose of the 
special session was to obtain in­ 
put on decision making ques­ 
tions 
Larry Pearson of the 
State Water Resources Control 
Board was to have appeared at 
the start of the session to com­ 
ment on the project develop­ 
ment 
Because of transporta­ 
tion problems in Sacramento, 
Pearson was unable to arrive 
until 9:15 As a result, the bulk 
of the session was devoted to

M anee, O E Q en­ 
vironmental officer, noted that 
Cal Trans has shown little in­ 
terest in the application. Manee 
said the state feels that it has 
legal access to the property. No 
representatives of Cal Trans 
were present at the hearing 
conducted before a large 
audience in the Veterans 
Memorial Building. 
Testimony was given which

County firemen, who have 
been battling the county for a 
year and a half now unsucces­ 
sfully in wage matters, and 
were required to increase their 
work week earlier this year, 
are due to get another economic 
setback in regard to county 
housing a number of them are 
renting, it has been learned 
The Board of Supervisors has 
authorized Public Works Direc­ 
tor Charles Wagner to finalize 
procedures by which county 
firemen now renting duplexes 
and other units in relation to 
county firehouses w ill be 
obliged to pay much higher ren­ 
tals in line with current fair 
market values. 
Not only firemen, but other 
county employes utilizing 
county housing where it is not 
needed as a condition of 
employment, will feel the sting 
of higher rentals, it was shown 
These include some park 
rangers and other Park Depart­ 
ment employes 


Rentals in some cases w ill be 
upped from about 250 per cent 
to 300 per cent, but the in­ 
creases will be adjusted over a 
year’s time, said Wagner The 
supervisors have now called on 
Wagner to give them a report 
as to how the rental adjust­ 
ments can be implemented 


Wagner, as an example said 
housing which has now been 
rented to county employes for 
$133 50 a month will carry an 
eventual rental of $330 a month 
in line with other rentals for 
similar housing in the region 


Duplex and other units rented 
by firemen at low rentals for 
the past several years are 
located at fire complexes at 
two Goleta Valley locations. 
Burton Mesa in Vandenberg 
Village. Buellton. Los Alamos

with Wagner that the rental in­ 
creases looming are stiff, but 
point out that the rentals have 
been far below that paid by 
other persons for years. 
The $300 rental level to be 
charged will involve housing 
with three bedrooms and two 
baths, Wagner said, adding: 
'Where can you get housing of 
that type at that figure today’’’’ 
County Fire Chief Bill Pat­ 
terson has expressed concern 
over the situation involving his 
firemen, Wagner said, but 
“ realizes the county has to rent 
these units at fair market 
value.” 
“ Due to the rapid escalation 
of rental rates in the past three 
years, the county has not kept 
pace,” Wagner said, in explain­ 
ing the new policy.

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California among worst hurt by drought 


MENLO PARK (U P I) — 
California and Nevada are the 
hardest hit by the two-year 
drought 
currently affecting 
western states, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey. 
The agency said Thursday in 
a statem ent that the month of 
June proved to be no improve­ 
ment for the two states but 
other areas in the West were 
“ somewhat relieved.“ 


The flow of the Smith River 
in northwestern California was 
below average for the eighth 
time in nine months. It was 
flowing at 70 per cent of 
average at a rate of 691 cubic 
feet per second last month. 
The index station on the 
North Fork of the American 
River — representative of 
northern Sierra water — has 
been below average for the last 


nine months. The USGS said 
that in June it registered only 
144 cubic feet per second, or 21 
per cent of average for the 
period. 
The Sierra furnishes water 
for much of m etropolitan 
California and the Central 
Valley.

tators and a bolt of lightning cut 
electricity in the clubhouse installations. 
Nicklaus. playing with Tom Watson, 
teed off in the next to last twosome. 
Watson. 9-2 second favorite for the 
$17,000 winner s purse, also began well 
after his second place with Nicklaus. Lee 
Trevino and Hubie Green 
Watson hit regulation fours at the first 
two holes then picked up two birdies only 
to drop a stroke at the 222-yard sixth. Un­ 
daunted he birdied the long seventh. 
1 revino, who was playing just ahead of 
Watson and Nicklaus had reached the 
ninth hole when the storm struck, with a 
four over par 39 The 37-year-old Texan 
was hit by lightning two years ago and 
still suffers back trouble which has af­ 
fected his game.

Howell had pulled a tendon in his right wrist checking his swing during a 
game against the Baltimore Orioles, June 26 
Since that tim e the Blue Jays have gone with 10-year vet Doug Rader at 
third. 
Rumors around Lompoc were that Howell had been sent down. “That’s not 
true at all,” said Joe Bodolai. assistant public relations director for the Blue 
Jays. 
“ Roy is still our No. 1 third baseman and his injury is something that is going 
to take time. 
“ Right now he has a splint around his w nst to try and speed up the healing 
process,” Bodolai said. 
“ At first we thought he would be out only four or five days, but now it looks 
like it’s going to be another week before he’ll be back in the lineup 
“ He has been a solid hitter and defensive player for us this year and the in­ 
jury is one of those things,” Bodolai stated. 
Was Howell a little down because of the injury’ 
“ No, h e’s taking it as a part of baseball Naturally, he would rather be play­ 
ing, but he knows if the injury hasn’t healed properly and he plays, it could hurt 
him later.”

Dusty glad Hank 
was his teacher 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Dusty Baker remem bers sitting 
listening in awe to Hank Aaron as if it was yesterday. 
Of course, it wasn’t. 
Aaron played his last season for Atlanta in 1974 and Baker 
left the Braves after 1975. 
“ I’ll always be thankful I got a chance to play with Hank 
Aaron,” says the Los Angeles Dodgers’ left fielder. “ It was a 
wonderful experience for a young player such as myself. 
“ He was always telling me things, trying me out, trying to 
help teach me the game. TTiere w ere so many things I 
wasn’t able to comprehend then that I understand today 
"Hank used to teil me, ‘Now Dusty, I don’t expect you to 
be able to use all of the things I tell you now but som e day 
you will ’ He was right. Now I’m older, stronger and more 
knowledgeable.” 
Baker cracked a two-run homer Thursday night as the 
Dodgers beat the Houston Astros 7-4 to increase their lead in 
the National League West to 9V2 gam es. 
A year ago after being acquired by the Dodgers from 
Atlanta in a six-player deal that included Jim m y Wynn, 
Baker hit 242 with tour home runs and 39 RBI’s 
In his first 78 games this season, he is hitting .295 with 16 
homers and 43 RBI’s. 
Baker played on a damaged left knee last season and didn’t 
tell anybody he was hurt. He had an operation last October 
and is healthy again 
“ My goal before the season started,” he explains, “was to 
hit 300 I don’t get a lot of bleeding hits so if I hit .300 I’ll 
know I’ve hit the ball pretty solid and contributed to the 
team 
“ But, really, I’m satisfied just to play. Before the season 
started, there was som e doubt in my mind that I’d be a 
regular.” 
But, from the beginning, there was no doubt in Tom Lasor- 
da's mind From the day he was named to replace Walter 
Alston as the Dodger manager, Lasorda said Baker would be 
his starting left fielder in 1977. 
Baker may be ready to duplicate his banner 1973 season 
when he hit 288 and had 21 home runs and 99 RBI’s for 
Atlanta. 
A native of Riverside, Calif., where temperatures hover in 
the high 90s, he thinks he will have a stronger second half of 
the season because he likes hotter weather. 
“ I don't know how to explain it,” he offers, “but I really 
like it hot To me, baseball is a summer game. I feel looser 
and I just seem to play a lot better. 
“ I’ll tell you another thing, too I’m not satisfied with the 
way the season has gone so far I mean I plan to keep work­ 
ing harder.” 
Baker was asked about the Dodgers’ power surge this 
season that has seen them slug 106 homers in their first 82 
games 
“ I don’t think we re going up there thinking home run,” he 
replies “ I know Tommy wants us to keep things in their 
proper perspective and go up there and just make contact. 
I’ve never heard him tell anyone to go up there and hit one 
out. 
“Maybe it’s noticeable because the Dodger im age has 
always been good defense, good pitching, the hit and run and 
the stolen base Well, now we can hit home runs, too "

Finley also gave his assess­ 
ment of the negotiations: “This 
man pestered the hell out of me 
a while back, said he wanted to 
come to Chicago to m eet me. 
That was three months ago, and 
I only saw him that one time.

VAN NUYS. Calif. (U P I) - 
Success is just one big garage 
sale for the owners of The Con­ 
signment House, a catch-all 
store full of everything from 
grandma's antique furniture to 
that ghastly wedding gift given 
by an unknown relative. 
When neighbors Sabina Cas- 
sihano and Claudette Fillet 
moved out of their large homes 
they had lots of things to sell. 
Many of their neighbors had 
held “ garage’’ or “ yard" sales, 
but found this presented prob­ 
lems. 
“ People don’t want to open 
their doors to strangers.” Mrs 
Cassiliano said. “ Today it can 
be dangerous, especially to 
women living alone and elderly 
couples.” 
What was needed, the women 
decided, was a place where peo­ 
ple could bring their goods for 
sale on consignment. Apparent­ 
ly, the idea was a sound one. 
Mrs. Fillet said, because since 
opening up last August, 
business has been booming 
The roomy two-story store is 
pleasantly cluttered with every­ 
thing ranging from 25-cent bric- 
a-brac in the “ scavenger room” 
to a $5,000 dining room set and a 
$2,500 Victorian bed and dres­ 
ser set. 
Among the more than 10.000 
items were a theater popcorn 
machine. 18th century rocking 
horse. 1920 Roper stove, an­ 
tique player piano, pool table 
and antique cash register 
The women said they accept 
almost anything “ as long as it’s 
in good condition.” 
With the client, they set a 
price based on what the client 
wants and then add on a 30 per 
cent commission 
"If we feel the client can get 
more for an item than what 
they are asking, we tell them." 
said the Canadian-born Mrs 
Fillet “ We are the judge, we 
know the market value 
"And if what they want is too 
high a price, we tell them 
There’s no sense in bringing in 
merchandise if we can’t sell 
it.” 
If not sold after 60 days, the 
commission goes up to 40 per 
cent, “ otherwise we might be 
used as storage place" Mrs 
Cassiliano explained 
They also offer a pickup and 
delivery service for a small fee, 
depending on the area 
Customers range from house­ 
wives and businessmen to an­ 
tique dealers and some come 
from as far away as San Diego 
and Las Vegas. Nev. And it’s 
not only older people who want 
to get rid of things, “ it’s anyone 
who’s changing their way of 
life, either through divorce or 
moving from a house to an 
apartment.” 
Mrs 
Cassiliano 
said 
"Some dealers come twice a 
week, buy merchandise, then 
turn around and sell it next 
week for twice the price,” said 
M rs 
F ille t, 34. of North 
Hollywood 
Mrs Cassiliano. 50. Sherman 
Oaks, who owned her own an­ 
tique store for three years, said 
she was surprised at the offers 
of help they got from other 
dealers 
Both agreed that the most 
common items to come in — 
and the fastest sellers — are an­ 
tique dining room sets The od­ 
dest. they grinned, was an 
African-design 
“ love chair.” 
But that, too, sold 
Sometimes they are tempted 
by their own wares but. Mrs. 
Cassiliano confided, “ We have 
a rule that an item has to stay 
in the store at least one month 
before we buy it ourselves to 
make sure we really like it. 
“ Otherwise, we’d have every­ 
thing ’ 
Neither women has suc­ 
cumbed yet, however 
‘We’ve been too busy,” Mrs 
Cassiliano said, noting that the 
store is open seven days a 
week 
Sharing the duties. Mrs Cas- 
siliano takes major respon­ 
sibility for the floor sa'es while 
Mrs Fillet is in charge of ap­ 
praising incoming items They 
also employ four saleswomen 
and two truck drivers and 
sometimes “ shanghai” 
their 
salesmen husbands, who are 
thrilled with their wives’ suc­ 
cess.

The emergency plan 


It has been many, many 
months now since President 
Carter appeared before the 
p e o p le on te le v isio n to 
describe the seriousness of an 
energy crisis in our nation. His 
proposals were tough and far- 
reaching and highly controver­ 
sial. 
Congress has been debating 
and discussing the specifics of 
the Carter energy plan all 
summer but little of substance 
has developed. Political im­ 
p licatio n s abound and it 
becomes more apparent each 
and every day that the crisis 
itself is overlooked. 
We happen to seriously 
believe President Carter’s as­ 
sessment of our energy situa­ 
tion. We do believe we face an 
imminent crisis and unless 
strong voluntary actions are 
taken immediately, some very 
tough mandatory actions will 
be absolutely necessary. 
It would seem that the Ad­ 
ministration feels an even 
tougher course is going to be 
necessary if elements of the 
Carter energy plan are not im­ 
plemented soon. 
President 
Carter announced this week 


that a standby gasoline ration­ 
ing proposal to cut fuel as 
much as 25 per cent in case of 
an e m e r g e n c y is b e i n g 
prepared at this very moment. 
An emergency would be 
described as an oil embargo. 
Under the new emergency 
plan, several other tough 
measures would be in effect if 
approved by Congress. There 
would be r est ri cti ons on 
heating, cooling and lighting; 
weekend distribution of gas­ 
oline and diesel fuel; require­ 
ments for boiler combustion 
efficiency and restrictions on 
illuminated advertising and 
outdoor gas lighting. 
It would seem to us that the 
citizen should get the mes­ 
sage. We are not in a safe posi­ 
tion as far as energy sources 
are concerned. There may 
very well come the day when 
we all find ourselves discom­ 
forted and in chaos because we 
cannot drive an automobile or 
turn on a light. 
Our voluntary compliance 
with all e n e r g y s a v i n g 
techniques will go a long ways 
toward avoiding putting such 
an emergency plan into effect.

Carter's Mideast stance 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
Laetrile 


We have been interested for quite 
some time in the controversy sur­ 
rounding the use of laetrile by cancer 
victims. 
Our interest goes back a couple of 
years due to the fact that we had an 
acquaintance with terminal cancer who 
spent some time south 
of the border in a 
laetrile clinic. There 
was no doubt in his 
mind that his disease 
w a s 
t e r m i n a l . 
However, there was 
no doubt, also, in his 
mind that laetrile was 
m a k i n g 
it 
m uch 
easier. 
At latest count 10 
states have approved 
the sale by prescrip­ 
tion of laetrile. More, 
including our own state, are expected to 
do so, in spite of — or perhaps because of 
— the federal Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration's ban on interstate traffic in 
the alleged cancer fighter 
Laetrile use has certainly presented 
something of a doctor’s dilemma, and 
one which the nation’s medical establish­ 
ment has yet to face squarely 
Meeting in San Francisco recently, the 
American Medical Association delegates 
overwhelmingly, and rightly rejected a 
recommendation by an AMA committee 
that laetnle be made available as an 
over-the-counter drug. 
We would agree that self-medication is 
hardly the way to treat cancer. This is 
what certainly would happen should 
laetrile be put on a par with ordinary 
aspirin 
However, we’re of the opinion that 
AMA is wrong in refusing to have 
anything at all to do with laetrile 
People want this drug and it is evident 
that they will get it one way or another 
Doctors should operate and formulate 
some plan based on this fact. There is 
hardly a doctor around who doesn’t 
prescribe a placebo once in a while Why 
couldn't laetrile be classified as a 
placebo with terminally ill cancer 
patients0 At least they wouldn’t lose the 
patient to a quack. 


Barbed barbs 


We believe that doctors should ad­ 
minister laetrile as part of a supervised 
program of tre a tm e n t along with 
recognized form of cancer therapy They 
should do this to those patients, who 
despite the best medical advice, still de­ 
mand laetrile. 
Certainly for those whose cancers are 
in the last stages and for whom there is 
no realistic hope from any known treat­ 
ment. there would be no harm.

WASHINGTON — Several influential 
Jewish leaders, troubled over President 
Carter’s attitude toward the Middle 
East, have compiled a lengthy list of 
grievances against his administration. 
We have obtained a copy of the secret 
list, which contains 21 complaints. This 
l i s t 
e m p h a s i z e s 
Carter's failure to 
provide important new 
weapons to Israel. His 
cancellation of the 
concussion bombs 
sale, a deal that ex- 
President Gerald Ford 
had approved, is cited 
Although Carter 
allowed the sale of 
$115 million worth of 
weapons to the Jewish 
state, he hasn’t made 
up his mind whether to 
sell the Israelis an advanced aircraft 
targeting system The Jewish leaders 
are upset, on the other hand, over the 
sale of U.S. missiles and other weapons 
to Saudi Arabia 
They are also miffed over “private 
statements by Carter that the Arab 
leaders all desire peace and that Israel is 
less forthcoming.’’ This is coupled with a 
complaint about Carter’s “excessive 
laudation’’ of Egypt’s President Anwar 
Sadat, Jordan’s King Hussein, Saudi 
Arabia s Crown Prince Fahd and Syria’s 
President Hafez Assad. The Jewish 
leaders are“particularly” annoyed over 
the praise for Assad 
They are appalled that Carter shook 
hands with a Palestine Liberation 
Organization official “at a United Na­ 
tions reception ” This organization still 
operates under a charter that calls for 
the destruction of Israel. 
The grievance list also cites “Carter 
leaks” on the “nonproductivity” of his 
meeting with former Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. Some Jewish 
leaders are also angry at leaks express­ 
ing dismay over Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin s victory. 
They are worried that the president is 
trying to pressure Israel into a one-sided 
peace settlement in the Middle East. 
Unlike his predecessors, who plotted 
each diplomatic step in utmost secrecy, 
Carter has speculated out loud about the 
possible dimensions of a Mideast settle­ 
ment. 
Jewish leaders suspect that his 
remarks are not off the cuff, as they 
seem, but carefully calculated. He is try­ 
ing. they believe, to push the recalcitrant 
Israelis into an undesirable agreement. 
Even the president’s staunchest Jewish 
supporters are upset over his endorse­ 
ment of a homeland for the Palestinians. 
He also suggested pointedly that Israel 
should withdraw from most of the cap­ 
tured Arab territories. 
Such remarks have drawn fire from 
Jewish leaders behind the scenes. For in­ 
stance, Rep Benjamin Rosenthal, D -

The two phrases, “with minimal in­ 
volvement by us” and “with our in­ 
fluence,” appear to be conflicting 
Rosenthal is nervous that the president 
may be using U.S. leverage primarily 
against Israel and that he may intend to 
dictate the terms of a settlement. 
BRASS RING — It is our peculiar func­ 
tion to expose the villains of society.

For 
them, we have a special award — the 
brass ring, good for one free ride on the 
Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Today, we award the brass ring to 
Gopal Raju, an obscure Indian travel 
agent, who would rather go out of 


business than deal in illegal plane 
tickets. 
The story goes back to 1974 when 
Raju’s agency, Indian Travel Service, 
Ltd., was grossing $3 million a year sell­ 
ing tickets for international flights. 
Unknown to Raju, a dishonest travel 
agent was caught by customs inspectors 
with thousands of dollars stashed in his 
socks The money had been slipped to the 
agent, according to our sources, as 
rebates for discount tickets. 
This led to a major investigation. In 
September 1975, 
19 airlines pleaded 
guilty to 190 criminal counts of rebating 
Injunctions were imposed prohibiting 
future rebates, and the carriers were hit 
with fines totaling $655,000. 
More than 14,000 international travel 
agents were notified of the injunction. 
Yet the kickback practice appears to 
have continued; the airlines and agents 
merely became more cautious. 
But not Gopal Raju; he refused to traf­ 
fic in illegal discounts His clients, seek­ 
ing the cheapest possible fares, began to 
take their business to less scrupulous 
travel agents. 
Only two years ago, Raju employed a 
staff of 10 He occupied two spacious 
suites of offices on the 20th floor of a 
New York skyscraper. 
Today, a beaten Gopal Raju sits alone 
in his offices He has been forced to lay 
off his entire staff. Yet he has not lost his 
dignity or his pride He is well-groom ed; 
his manners are impeccable. And he con­ 
tinues to give polite, personal service to 
anyone willing to pay the legal fare. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Court's abortion opinion 


“May the Forca be with you." 


WASHINGTON - Seldom has there 
been such an outpouring of indignation 
over a decision of the Supreme Court as 
has been heaped on the 6-3 verdict which 
would in effect deny to the poor the right 
to an abortion 
th e states are not 
required, according to the majority, to 
provide Medicaid pay­ 
ments to the indigent 
desiring to end an un­ 
wanted pregnancy. 
Class discrimination 
as between the poor at 
the bottom of the heap 
and the middle class 
and the affluent has 
been the judgment of 
most 
commentators 
It is certainly that 
To say that on cash 
welfare payments a 
woman can afford an 
abortion at an average cost of from $125 
to $150 is nonsense At the lowest level in 
some southern states, notably Mississip­ 
pi, the payments are barely enough to 
provide the minimum needs for life. 
But the most forceful language came 
from the three dissenters, William J. 
Brennan Jr., TTiurgood Marshall and 
Harry Blackmun Appointed by Richard 
Nixon, Blackmun in 1973 wrote the deci­ 
sion of the court that held abortion to be 
legal up to a certain point of pregnancy. 
It was Marshall whose language in dis­ 
sent went to the heart of the dis­ 
crimination: 
“The enactments challenged here 
brutally coerce poor women to bear 
children whom society will scorn for 
every day of their lives. Many thousands 
of unwanted minority and mixed race 
children now spend blighted lives in 
foster homes, orphanages and ‘reform’ 
schools. Many children of the poor will 
attend second-rate segregated schools ... 
I am appalled at the ethical bankruptcy 
of those who preach a ‘right to life’ that 
means, under present social policies, a 
bare existence in utter misery for so 
many poor women and their children.” 
In his dissent, Marshall pointed out the 
strong opposition to increasing federal 
aid for dependent children. This under­ 
scores the failure of ardent proponents of 
“right to life” to work for social goals 
that would make life tolerable for those 
at the bottom and their unwanted 
children 
Although his language was less 
emotional, Brennan, appointed to the 
court by President Dwight Eisenhower 
in 1957, left no doubt of the intensity of 
his feeling In his dissent he said: 
“The Court’s construction thus makes 
a mockery of the congressional mandate 
that states provide ‘care and services ... 


in a manner consistent with ... the best 
interests of the recipients.’ We should 
respect the congressional plan by con­ 
struing 1396 (the family-planning amend­ 
ment to the Medicaid act) as requiring 
the states to pay the costs of the ‘neces­ 
sary medical services' rendered in per­ 
forming elective abortions, chosen by 
physicians and their women patients who 
participate in Medicaid as the ap­ 
propriate treatment for their pregnan­ 
cies ” 


Justice Blackmun, noting that the 
three women in the cases that came 
before the Court were indigent and finan­ 
cially helpless, found the result of the 
majority's finding to be “punitive and 
tragic.” The condescension implicit in 
the opinion that a woman might go 
elsewhere for her abortion he found 
“disingenuous and alarming, almost 
reminiscent of ‘let them eat cake.”’ 
In New York State, Gov. Hugh Carey 
said that while he personally opposed 
abortion he would oppose any move by 
the legislature to deny Medicaid funds to 
pay for an abortion This is a view Carey 
has several times expressed 


Gov. Ella Grasso in neighboring Con­ 
necticut said she was against the use of 
Medicaid money for abortions. This is 
also a view that the governor, the only 
woman governor in the nation, has 
frequently expressed 
How the roll of the states will finally 
add up, given the choice offered by the 
Court’s decision, is uncertain. Nine state 
legislatures have voted to call a con­ 
stitutional convention with the sole pur­ 
pose of wiping out the Court’s 1973 deci­ 
sion and outlawing abortion. Since 34 
states must join in a call before a con­ 
vention can be held, the highly organized 
“right to life” lobby still has a long way 
to go. 
The dimensions of the problem are 
daunting By one estimate there are an­ 
nually 30,000 pregnancies of girls under 
15. They are mostly black and with 
limited education 
Without the help of Medicaid, a respec­ 
table answer to their dilemma, they are 
likely to resort to back alley quacks with 
a resulting high incidence of disease and 
death. Or an unwanted child will come to 
a mother scarcely equipped in any area 
for motherhood. 
For a woman in the middle income 
bracket, the $150 for an abortion is hard­ 
ly a problem But for thousands, perhaps 
hundreds of thousands, the price is 
beyond reach They will be condemned to 
misery and suffering compounded by un­ 
wanted children living through another 
cycle of deprivation.

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Mother Nature's mistake? 


Manya’s answer to burgeoning bulges 


NEW YORK (N EA ) - 
There we all w ere gaily 
swinging through the trees, 
w a v in g to fr ie n d s and 
re la tiv e s , w hen M other 
Nature suddenly said, get up 
on your own two feet. 


It was a hasty decision, a 
passing thought put into ac­ 
tion probably because she was 
in a hurry to clear her desk 
that day. 


Clearly she made a mistake, 
according to Manya Kahn, 
author of “ Body Rhythms," 
and director of the Manya 
Kahn exercise salon in New 
York for the past 35 years. 


“The back was not built by 
nature to support man when 
he stood up," she says. “It’s 
the weakest part of the body 
and that’s why most people 
have bad backs. Also, they 
don't exercise." 


And because they don’t, 
their spinal columns remain 
weak, they don’t stand up 
straight, and they suffer from 
bad backs. 


Moreover, their muscles 
turn to flab, bulges burgeon, 
th e re ’s an energy crisis 
because the muscles are mop­ 
ing around the body looking 
for oxygen and. what with ac­ 
cruing tensions and assorted 
pains, they’re a shambles. 


Not me, you may say. I un­ 
derstand the value of daily ex­ 
ercise. There are my yoga 
classes and calisthenics, and 
that chain of exercise salons 
is opening a new one and 
a d v e r t i s i n g 
a ll 
t h o s e 
machines and saunas . . . 


To which the Russian born 
Ms Kahn, 69, who is small, 
plump, and can illustrate her 
agility by flinging one foot up 


towards her shoulder while 
seated at her desk, may reply, 
“Nyet!” 


"My system is the only cor­ 
rective system,” she insists, 
o u t r a g e o u s l y . 
“ ‘Body 
rhythms’ distribute the body 
in the right proportions 
They ’re exercises that stretch 
the muscles slowly, coor­ 
dinated with breathing and 
relaxing.” 


out, she maintains, yoga 
makes you look “oversized,” 
e x e r c i s e m a c h i n e s are 


w o r t h l e s s b e c a u s e the 
muscles aren’t really work­ 
ing, and as for saunas and 
steam baths: “Water is the 
life of the body and saunas 
cause dehydration which 
removes the necessary water 
from the muscle tissues.” 


Ms. Kahn would rather have 
you come to her chic salon for 
a one-hour class at $10.00 a 
couple of times a week, as 
thousands of women have 
over the years; or at least buy 
her book published by E.P 
Dutton, at $14 95 


Slowly, book in hand, you 
can then work yourself up to a 
daily hour’s regime. All you 
need to start is a slant board 
(which, she says, can be im­ 
provised from an ironing 
board propped up with books), 
permission from your doctor, 


and the ability to execute the 
movements as photographed 
and explained in the book. 


But how do you know if 
you’re doing them properly, 
alone there in your living 
room? One woman’s “slow” 
is another’s “allegro,” and 
without an instructor to yell 
keep that knee straight,’ or, 
you’re inhaling when you 
should be exhaling,’ what good 
is it?

“The best way to learn, of 
course, is to come here and 
take one lesson,” she says. 


Afterwards, provided you 
eat properly — none of that 
prune danish business for 
breakfast, or Big Macs for 
lunch — exercise faithfully 
every day for life, you should 
be in fine shape. 


You just need motivation, is 
all, and Ms. Kahn says that 
only comes from within Hers 
is unflagging. “ Every day 
when I get up in the morning, I 
usually work about 50 minutes 
on the slant board.” 


Then she has a light, 
nourishing b r e a k f a s t , a 
similarly prudent lunch and 
dinner, and is in a position to 
boast, “I weigh the same now 
that I weighed when I was 16 
— 112 pounds.’’ 


When she was 16, she left 
Russia to dance in musical 
comedies here. She’d been 
studying dance since she was 
5, from the time she began 
pirouetting around the house 
and her older sister realized 
she was talented 


“I danced until I was 30,” 
she says 
“ I also taught 
musical comedy dancing, and 
then opened a school for 
children. But it was the 
Depression and I started to 
lose students. Since I knew 
sooner or later I’d have to stop 
dancing, I decided to study 
physical therapy because I 
was always interested in 
anatomy.” 


That training, plus her 
knowledge of dance, eventual­ 
ly led to the development of 
her “body rhythms.” In 1941, 
she opened her salon which, 
she says, draws lots of 
socialites and actresses. “But 
actresses aren’t desirable,” 
she says, “because they feel 
they shouldn’t have to pay.” 


A while back, it also at­ 
tracted the New York City 
Ballet Company. “They sent 
me a dancer who was terribly 
swaybacked 
Most dancers 
here develop swaybacks 
which is not true in Russia. 
The training is different 
there.” 


Anyway, the c o mp an y 
didn’t know how to alleviate 
the problem, but Ms. Kahn 
did. 
With the same exercises 
we a l w a y s f o l l o w , we 
straightened her out. It took 
about three months with her 
coming every day.” 


But finally, her back was 
straight and strong, good 
enough for her to swing from 
the trees, in fact (which we 
still might be doing if Mother 
Nature hadn't had a train to 
catch.)

Cole slaws with a difference 


Cole slaw is an American 
dish which originally was raw, 
shredded white cabbage 
dressed with a homemade 
mayonnaise. It gots its name 
from "cole” which refers to 
all members of the true cab­ 
bage family. 
Since its first serving, cole 
slaw has gone through many 
variations dreamed up by 
cooks in different regions of 
the country. A herring cole 
slaw, for example, also has 
red and green cabbage and ap­ 
ple for a good mix of flavors 
and textures.

A small patriotic gyp? 


Interest in U.S. savings bonds soars 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
It should not be easy to sell 6 
per cent money in an 8 per 
cent market during times of 
nearly 10 per cent inflation, 
but the government is doing it 
spectacularly 
w ell. 
The 
Treasury Department says it 
is selling more U.S. Savings 
Bonds to more U.S. residents 
than at anytime since the end 
of World War II. 
Some $709 million worth of 
Savings Bonds were peddled 
during May, bringing total 
sales for the first five months 
of 1977 to nearly 83.5 billion. 
B o th 
f ig u r e s 
a r e 
u n ­ 
precedented 
in peacetim e 
America, and delighted of­ 
ficials of the program say 
they expect this year’s sales 
to reach 88 billion for the first 
time since 1945. 
Rut while the bureaucracy 
is pleased that at least one of 
its efforts is increasingly pop­ 
ular. there are critics who say 
it is now too popular. Some 
economists and politicians 
feel th a t th e v e n e ra b le 
Savings Bond is, if not a big 
fraud, at least a small gyp 


N o b e l 
P r iz e - w in n in g 
economist Milton Friedman 
believes the governm ent 
should be ashamed of itself 
for selling securities that pay 
out less per annum than infla­ 
tion takes away. And gadfly 
financial consultant Eliot 
Janeway says the bonds are a 
lousy investment, not even as 
profitable as a simple account 
in any savings and loan bank. 


Also, there is critic Fortney 
“ Pete” Stark of the U.S. 
House of Representatives. 
Before politics he owned a 
bank in Oakland, Calif., where 
he urged customers to redeem 
their bonds and invest the 
money wisely. Today he still 
thinks Savings Bonds are a 
ripoff of consumers, adding he 
personally 
“wouldn’t touch 
the goddamn things.” 
To say the least, such 


criticism of Savings Bonds is 
unusual. Since 1917, when 
Americans were first asked to 
invest in “ Liberty Bonds,” 
and thereby help sink the 
K a ise r, th e in v e stm e n t

program has become steeped 
in emotion and patriotism. 
Even in the cynical 1970s, half 
of all Americans who save 
money save some of it in 
Savings Bonds. 


The modern version of the 
government enterprise was 
instituted in 1935. The nation 
was then recovering from the 
Great Depression, and “Baby 
Bonds” were conceived as a 
way for people to “buy a piece 
of the nation’s future.” The 
program was touted as the 
first sophisticated investment 
specifically tailored to the 
workaday U.S. citizen. 


Then came Adolf Hitler. 
Baby Bonds were renamed 
“ D efense 
B o n d s,” 
and 
thereafter “War Bonds.” Few 
cared that the investment 
return was a thin 2 per cent, 
over a 10-year maturity; it 
was wartime and the idea of 
personal profit had been 
replaced with one of national 
survival. In 1945 Americans 
bought almost 810 million 
worth of the certificates 


Not surprisingly, bond 
purchases fell dramatically 
following the war And for a 
time the government con­ 
sidered getting out of the 
sm all 
securities m arket 
Instead, it renamed the bonds 
once again, this tim e as 
Savings Bonds, and except for 
a handful of slack periods the 
program has grown and 
profited for three decades 


To date the government has 
sold 8230 billion worth of 
bonds, or more than four 
billion individual certificates 
Clearly, it is one of the most 
phenomenal success stories in 
investm ent history 
Jesse 
Adams, acting director of the 
T r e a s u r y 
D e p a r t m e n t 
program, says Savings Bonds 
are the widest held security in 
the world today. 


But for all its success and 
v a l i a n t h i st or y, is the 
program a good investment?

Critics say no. Though the in­ 
terest rate on bonds has been 
increased many times, to a 


current 6 per cent, and the 
maturity period is now only 
five years, even program 


directors admit it is not com­ 
petitive with the simplest of 
ordinary savings accounts. 


A Savings Bond will return 
only 4 per cent in the first 
year of its purchase; a bank 
savings account will return at 
least 5 per cent. As for money 
held for the long term, banks 
say that a 81,000 certificate in 
a savings and loan company is 
worth about 8 per cent over a 
six-year run, 2 per cent more 
than the same amount in 
Savings Bonds 


Besides this, as Rep. Stark 
believes it, the government 
cheats Savings Bond investors 
with a dark form of economic 
discrimination. He says that 
while the ordinary citizen who 
buys Savings Bonds is given 6 
per cent interest, the richer 
citizen who invests in larger 
securities, such as Treasury 
notes, is rewarded with a 
superior rate. 


C o n c l u d e s 
t h e 
c o n ­ 
gressman: "The program is 
scandalous.” 


For its part, the Treasury 
Department says that critics 
of the bond program have a 
misconception of its aims, 
i t ’s not an investment plan,” 
says Jesse Adams, “it’s a 
savings plan ” He grants 
there are ways for people to 
earn more interest on their 
money, “but there is no better 
way for people to save their 
money than with Savings 
Bonds “ 


Evidently, millions of peo­ 
ple agree with the Treasury 
argument. 
Americans are 
now saving 873 billion worth of 
the bonds, and adding to it. 
Last year’s sales should be up 
a half billion from last year. 
On the average, approximate­ 
ly $1 million in bonds is being 
sold every hour 


A gyp? If so it is an im­ 
mensely popular one. Surveys 
indicate that every third fami­ 
ly now owns Savings Bonds 
And 680,000 Americans are 
working as volunteer bond 
salespeople. The wars have 
inded, and so has the Great 
epression, but bonds are as 
popular as ever, even critics 
concede that all government 
program s should age so 
well.

Acoustical tiles have 
•J eye and ear appeal 


by Hmrb Alexander 


Modem living is louder than ever, what with high-fidelity 
equipment, radios, tape recorders, television sets and 
recreation rooms that provide space for indoor playing by 
the youngsters. 


A way to deaden some of that noise in areas you wish to 
keep quiet is by installing acoustical tile. Such tile also can 
be used to cover a damaged ceiling or can be used for a ceil­ 
ing in an unfinished basement or attic. 
Acoustical ceilings work by absorbing sound waves 


Tiles are available in a variety of materials and colors and 
prices vary accordingly. The easiest to install is a tile made 
of pressed wood fibers 


Tiles can be installed bv nailing, stapling or using an 
adhesive. 


Do not try the adhesive if the ceiling is badly cracked, if 
paint is peeling or if the ceiling is very uneven Do not apply 
adhesive over wallpaper; remove wallpaper first. If the ceil­ 
ing is painted, apply one or two tiles with adhesive and allow 
to stand 48 hours If they do not pull away you can proceed If 
the adhesive soaks through the paint, the old paint will have 
to be removed. 


Tiling a ceiling is like tiling a floor Find the center and 
snap a chalk line across the middle and another at right 
angles to it. Install tiles from these center lines out so that 
less than full-sized tiles will be at the edges of the room. 


Do not spread the adhesive on the ceiling. Apply four 
walnut-sized dabs of adhesive, one at each comer of the tile 
about one inch in from the sides. Slide the tile slightly back 
and forth to assure an even bond. Check frequently with a 
level. To level, apply more or less adhesive. 


For nailing or stapling, furring strips must be provided If 
furring strips are applied to a plastered ceiling, nail through 
the plaster into the joists. Over a finished or unfinished ceil­ 
ing, apply furring strips at right angles to joists 


Use 1 by 3-mch furring strips and nail on 12-inch centers 
Mart at the center of the room and work toward the wall 
Allow at least 4 inches but no more than 10 inches between 
the last furring strip and the wall Then put up one last furr­ 
ing strip flush to the wall Level with thin wedges between 
furring and joists. 


Acoustical tiles can then be nailed or stapled to the furrine 
strips. You will find that stapling is faster

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DEAR DR. Lamb — I am 60 
years old, disabled due to 
back problems, but still trying 
to keep physically active 
Somehow I’ve managed to get 
“tennis elbow” in both arms. 
This is a painful condition to 
me. I’ve had this condition for 
about three months and have 
been unsuccessful in trying to 
get rid of it. I’ve tried hot and 
cold packs, hot and cold soaks 
as well as moderate massages 
but to no avail. 
I’d appreciate any advice 
you could give me to relieve 
the pain. 


DEAR READER - I don’t 
know whether you got your 
tennis elbows from playing 
tennis or not, since a lot of 
people who do not play tennis 
get the same condition It can 
come from gardening, violin 
playing, chopping wood, plum­ 
bing work and any number of 
activities. As many as 50 per 
cent of tennis players older 
than 35 develop it. 
Just what is it? Correctly 
speaking it is inflammation of 
the point where the tendons 
that straighten the elbow at­ 
tach If you grasp the large 
bone in your upper arm and 
feel down the shaft to its 
lower end you will note that it 
flares outw ard near the 
elbow. The outer bony knob 
known as the lateral epicon- 
dyle is where the irritation is

most apt to occur. The inner 
bony knob is the inner epicon- 
dyle and is most often in­ 
volved in top notch tennis 
p layers, as opposed to 
amateurs. 
The inflammation is the 
result of small injuries or 
tears of the tendons in this 
area where they attach to the 
bone. The injuries are usually 
the result of too much strain 
on the elbow-straightening 
m otion as o ccu rs in a 
backhand, playing tennis. 
The problem in tennis 
players is not confined to 
amateurs. Both Arthur Ashe 
and Tony Roch have had it. 
But it most often occurs in the 
less proficient tennis player 
and particularly after age 35. 
Some authorities think the age 
factor is related to loss of 
muscle strength that accom­ 
panies decreased activity as 
people get older. 
T reatm ent is best ac­ 
c o m p lish e d 
by 
a 
knowledgeable physician. I 
might suggest you see an 
orthopedic specialist for such 
a problem. Injections of 


steroid hormones are often 
used for immediate relief. 
Rest, or at least decreased ac­ 
tivity is usually required. 
For prevention it is impor­ 
tant to learn how to play 
properly. Let a pro give you a 
lesson and teach you to use 
your body weight and your 
shoulder muscles rather than 
straining the muscles in your 
forearm. Hitting the ball too 
close, with the elbow bent is 
often a factor. Use a good 
racket. Opinions differ but 
most agree that the string ten­ 
sion should not be too t»"' *

tion to stretch exercises to 
lim ber up the arm and 
shoulder muscles.

For a floor without a flaw 
by Al Correli 


Those relilient floor tiles are 
really easy to put down and can 
really make a room look new. 
This flooring will go down on 
many different types of sur­ 
faces, but be sure to talk with 
the dealer and fully describe 
what surface you wish to cover. 
Some types of resilient flooring 
have problems with some 
surfaces. 
After 
you’ve 
established that the flooring you 
want will work, you must make 
certain that the floor is com­ 


pletely smooth and clean. The 
smallest piece of grit will begin 
to show after the floor has been 
walked on. Laying the tiles is 
started at the center of the 
room. Adjustments are made to 
move the center so that you end 
up with the same size pieces of 
tiles around the edge and so that 
these border tiles are more than 
half a tile in width. There’s a 
trick to cutting the tiles along 
the edges to fit. Place a loose 
tile (call it A) on the last full tile 
laid. Place another loose (B) on 
top of this, and then slide it over 
against the wall. Make a mark 
on A along the edge of B. When 
you cut A along this line, you’ll 
have a border tile that will 
exactly fit. Believe me, it 
works.

Dear Super Al: 
Add this to your long list of 
ways to remove water spots 
from furniture. If I catch the 
white rings quickly, I wipe with 
a rag that has camphorated oil 
on it. If it’s been there for a 
while, I first put a compress of 
very hot water over the spot for 
a few moments, and then wipe 


with the camphor rag. This is a 
method taught to me by my 
mother.

Ever try to measure out the 
right amount of rocks and sand 
for concrete? You invariably 
forget how many shovelsful

One 
way to make sure is to make 
what they call a “bottomless 
box.” Use scrap plywood to 
construct a box that is a foot 


square and a foot high, but with 
no top or bottom. That means 
the box holds exactly a cubic 
foot. Not exactly by coin­ 
cidence, a 94-pound bag of 
cement is exactly one cubic 
foot So if your mix requires two 
parts sand, you fill up the box 
with sand, lift it up and place it 
down flat again. When you fill it 
again, you have exactly two 
cubic feet of sand. With no 
bottom, you don’t have to lift 
rock and sand. In fact, make it 
even easier by adding handles 
to the box.

Dear Al: 
You’ll love my way of hiding 
hairline cracks in plastered or 
textured walls. I bought a box of 
colored blackboard chalks. 
There’s one to almost match all 
our wall colors. To patch, I just 
rub the chalk back and forth 
across the crack. The edge of 
the crack causes the chalk to 
dust off, and the dust gathers in 
the crack.

A SUPER HINT - A level 
that’s not on the level is 
probably worse than no level at 
all. There’s an easy way to 
check. Place the level on a 
slightly slanted surface and 
mark the position of the bubble 
off the center lines. Then flip the 
level end for end, and if the level 
is accurate, the bubble should 
be exactly the same distance 
from the center on the other 
side of the lines.

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Squeeze on shoe prices 


Depending on your income, you may or 
may not know that you can buy imported 
shoes, made in Taiwan, for as little as $6 
a pair (half that price for children’s 
shoes). 
Mind you, these shoes are made of 
vinyl, not leather, and they’re not as 
finely finished as most leather shoes. But 
they can take a beating, especially the 
soles, and they provide footwear for low- 
income families that simply cannot keep 
up with the fast-rising price of leather 
shoes. 
This whole concept of the low-low 
price, molded vinyl shoes is fairly new 
Around two or three years ago, Taiwan 
started exporting these low-cost shoes in 
large numbers Last year, for example, 
we imported 156-million pairs (42 per 
cent of all imports) valued at $280 
million. 
This big rush of imported, low-cost 
shoes from Taiwan has scared the socks 
off some U S. shoe manufacturers who 
have asked the government to impose 
protective tariffs and import quotas. The 
U.S. International Trade Commission 
has recommended to President Jimmy 
Carter that U S. shoemakers be given 
relief in the form of curtailed imports 
from Taiwan (and other countries). A 
U S. negotiating team has worked out an 
agreement for holding down exports to 
this country 


When imports of low-cost vinyl shoes 
from Taiwan are cut back, it will mean 
low-income families and others who 
want to keep shoe costs down will have a 
hard time finding inexpensive shoes and, 
when they do, the price could be up as 
much as 50 per cent. 


While vinyl shoes or shoes made of 
"m an-m ade m aterials (as they’re 
labeled»” are inexpensive, they can pre­ 
sent problems for one’s feet if they’re 
not carefully selected This is especially 
true for children’s shoes. 


It certainly makes sense to have low- 
cost shoes for children because their feet 
are constantly growing and they can 
wear out shoes fast. It’s possible to buy 
three or four pairs of shoes for a child in 
one year.

Some families have found that the 
solid vinyl shoes can be worn for sum­ 
m er dress occasions with inexpensive, 
rubber-soled canvas-topped sneakers 
serving for the bulk of daytime use. In 
colder weather, the vinyl shoes can be 
worn to school. 
When you buy these inexpensive shoes 
for your children, be sure they are well 
made. Dr. Charles Turchin, form er 
president of the American Podiatry As­ 
sociation and an expert on children’s 
shoes, gives these things to look for: 
1 — Proper fit. Make sure there’s at 
least a half-inch space between the 
farthest reach of the child’s toes and the 
end of the shoe The width must fit firm ­ 
ly but not tightly. The biggest danger in 
children’s shoes is keeping them on a 
child’s feet when the fit is too tight. 
2 — Watch for rough spots. Occasionally, 
you find vinyl shoes that have rough 
seams or mold marks inside. These can 
irritate a child’s feet. Feel inside to see 
if you get a nice soft, smooth surface. 
3 — The sole should be thick enough 


and resilient enough to cushion the 
child’s foot. 
If you see any irritation caused by your 
imported shoes, take them back to the 
store for an exchange (vinyl shoes can’t 
be stretched like leather shoes). As a 
rule, stores with well-established names 
such as K m art, Ward’s, Sears, Kinney 
and Thom McAn will take back ill-fitting 
shoes and give you another pair. 


Q. How can I clean anodized aluminum 
utensils without scratching the surface? 
— M.L., Baltimore, Md. 


A. Mix a batch of cleaning compound 
made of two tablespoonds of cream of 
tartar to one quart of water and then 
wash the aluminum utensils with it. It’s 
inexpensive and it works.

In small garages, you can often talk 
directly with the mechanic who will 
work on your car. But in bigger shops 
and dealerships, you may not be able 
to. You’ll tell your story to a service 
manager or other person who will 
“write you up.” What he writes down 
will be passed on to one of the 
mechanics who will actually do the 
work on your car. 
To be sure that the mechanic does 
everything you want him to do, and 
spends minimum time (and less of 
your money) in troubleshooting a 
problem, here are two important 
rules: 
BE SPECIFIC. Basically there are 
two kinds of things you can have done 
to your car — routine maintenance 
(such as tuneups, oil changes and so 
on), and troubleshooting and repair 
(the car won’t idle, for instance). 
With routine maintenance, such as 
an oil change, your task is easier. But 
even here you can make a mistake. 
Do you want a new filter with that oil 
change? Or do you change filters at 
every other oil change as the maker 
recommends? 
If you didn’t want a new filter, and 
you failed to specify that, you may not 
like the bill, which includes a new 
filter. By specifying exactly what you 
want, you’ll avoid this kind of situa­ 
tion. 
When you have a troubleshooting 
problem, it's even more important to 
be as precise as possible and isolate 
the problem as much as you can. 
Don’t use phrases such as “ the front 
end feels funny.” If it feels funny, ex­ 
plain exactly how it feels funny. The 
more precise you can be about what’s 
wrong with your car — when you first 
noticed the problem, exactly what its 
symptoms are, when it occurs and so 
forth — the more help you will be to 
the mechanic. 


For example say you’ve got a hard 
starting problem when the car is hot. 
The car starts okay in the morning or 
when the engine is cold. Don’t leave 
the car with only this information: 
“The car is hard to start.” If the 
engine is cold when the mechanic 
goes to start it and it starts easily, 
you may get your car back with a bill 
for labor and an explanation that goes 
something like this, “We looked, but 
couldn’t find anything wrong. 
It 
started okay for us.” 
But if you had told them that it only 
started hard when the engine was hot, 
then they could have run the engine 
until it was hot and then investigated 
the problem. It’s hard for a mechanic 
to troubleshoot a problem that doesn’t 
exist. 
WRITE EVERYTHING DOWN If 


you only a single thing done, such as 
an oil change, then it’s not necessary 
to make a list. 
But if you want 
several things done 
— "say, an oil 
change, grease job. tires rotated, new 
hoses and a new air filter — write it 
all down. 
For example, with those 
tires, do you want to rotate only those 
on the car, or do you want to include 
the one in the trunk? This avoids mis­ 
understandings later. 


And always leave a telephone 
number where you can be reached. 
This prevents your car from being 
tied up longer than necessary if 
something unexpected is found. TTie 
mechanic may have to stop work 
because the garage couldn’t get in 
touch with you for authorization for 
further repairs

power drowns out other CBers 
who are operating within the 
legal limit, and the boosted 
signals also “bleed over” to 
nearby CB frequencies and 
even interfere with television 
reception and other com­ 
munication services. 
Many of th ese C B ers 
operating with extra power 
use an atmospheric condition 
known as skip to talk over the 
maximum distance. CBers 
normally have a range of 
about 20 miles in open coun­ 
try, but with skip a CBer — 
even with legal power — can 
com m unicate with people 
thousands of miles away. 
Skip is caused by radio 
waves bouncing off the earth's 
ionosphere, a layer in the at­

CBers who are caught by 
the FCC for violations can ex­ 
pect to pay up to $100 for each 
over-power or off-frequency 
violation and up to $75 for 
each skip violation.

There are types of travelers in the 
world: 
those who have neat, nailed- 
down plans with carefully confirmed 
reservations, and the rest of us. 
In theory, the careful sorts zip 
around on perfectly appointed pink 
clouds and everything works.

(rightfully, it’s often 
suggested) can expect to suffer, risk 
sleeping the street and having to buy 
our way out of disasters. 
But cheer up, fellow loose-livers. In 
fact, the old 
“nothing’s perfect” 
rule applies and — happy days! the 
last can be first.

The trick is to look early enough, 
not a little too late, and that’s not 
alw ays easy.

It was, I suppose, 
only fair that 1 suffer a sharp right to 
the pocketbook when I recently broke

To sam ple New York City’s newest, 
I phoned ahead and booked space at 
the United Nations Plaza Hotel. 
I 
asked for and thought I got a 
minimum-rate single for only $58 a 
night — no charge for the leftover 
cigarette ashes and drawer debris 
that shared my three days or for the 
undelivered phone messages or even 
the m alfunctioning tv. 
I was 
reasonably happy to depart when sud­ 
denly I spied a posted notice stating 
that the 
full range of room rates 
started at $39 


Yes, said the desk clerk, there are 
$39 rooms at the UN Plaza. There are 
in fact two to a floor, he explained. 
They are even rented — to guests who 
ask for them. 
They cannot be 
reserved, he said. 
To some extent, such intelligence 
may vary depending on who answers 
the phone when you call ahead. In a 
later check with the UN Plaza, a 
phone clerk volunteered the informa­ 
tion that there were $39 rooms and 
said requests could be noted — but 
nothing could be confimred until 
arrival day. 
The interesting thing is that you can 
find this sort of practice elsewhere. 
Within the last few months alone. I’ve 
stumbled on no-booking cheapies in 
Honolulu and Montreal hotels. So now 
I don’t stumble, I look and ask. 
A similar policy, with no reserva­ 
tions allowed on bottom-line models, 
often prevails in the car rental 
business as well. 
Advance planners 
can get companies to save them 
higher-priced cars with ease 
But 
last-minute, take-a-chance travelers 
may well do better, inasmuch as they 
have 
an even chance of getting a 
minimum-priced rental 
simply by 
asking on the scene. 
In the life-can-be-beautiful depart­ 
ment, there are also the days when 
we tardy types reach for the phone 
and get instant confirmation for 
flights that earlier birds were told 
were sold out. It happens. 
Things 
change. 
In the past two years, I’ve even 
shown up at airports just in case “ ful­ 
ly booked” flights opened up, and got

on five times out of six. This is not a 
recommendation, since it would ruin 
most people’s digestion as well as 
plans, but for some of us flakier fliers 
it works. Other canny travelers will 
show up at “ fully booked” hotels 
before the customary 6 p.m. deadline 
for picking up advance bookings; with 
luck, no-shows will make a handful of 
rooms available for no-reservations 
types. 
In some cases hoteliers may 
even cut the tab for higher-priced 
rooms that otherwise would go va­ 
cant. 
There is also a certain eagerness 
among charter operators that has led 
to good-news changes that favor late- 
planners. 
Quite a few charters can 
now add passengers (in place of late 
dropouts) up until seven days before 
departure. 
And don’t overlook the possibility of 
what I call “ happy accidents.” 
In 
Hong Kong, for instance, there is an 
exceptionally attractive Holiday Inn, 
but I’d have slit both wrists if I had 
reserved ahead and been compelled to 
stay there in May.

Plants in the 
... 


Summer care of cacti and succulents 


One day last week my 13-year-old, 
Jeannene, and I did a strolling tour of 
as many plant shops as we could find 
in New York C ity’s Greenwich 
Village. 
What impressed me most 
were the number of really exotic 
plants, many of which I don’t recall 
seeing before, not even in botanical 
gardens. 


Besides astounding variety in 
general. I also noticed a decided in­ 
crease in the number of cacti and 
other succulents, especially those 
from the drier climates of the world. 
Judging by the quantity of letters I 
have been receiving about these

plants, and a bulging file of catalogs 
from growers who specialize in them, 
this trend is now widespread. 
W hat is most im portant to 
remember about cacti and other suc­ 
culents, is that most of them require 
at least a half day of direct sunlight in 
order to grow well as house plants. 
Otherwise, new growth will be spind­ 
ly, malformed and unnaturally pale. 
If you’re fresh out of sunny window 
space, it is possible to grow small 
cacti and other succulents in a 
fluorescent-light garden. 
For this 
kind of setup, it’s best to use a reflec­ 
tor unit with three and preferably 
four 20- or 40-watt fluorescent tubes 
which should be burned 14 to 16 hours 
out of every 24. Leafy succulents like 
jade p lan t, other cra ssu la s, 
echeverias, sedums, aloes and the 
low-growing bird’s-nest sansevierias 
or snake plants do especially well 
with this kind of light, provided the 
top leaves are about four or five in­ 
ches directly beneath the tubes. 
Besides direct sun or strong 
fluorescent light, cacti and other suc­ 
culents also need a growing medium 
that rapidly drains excess moisture. I 
use a mixture of two parts sharp sand 
to one each of all purpose potting soil 
and sphagnum peat moss; to each 
quart or five-inch pot of this I add a 
heaping tablespoon of ground 
limestone. 
The biggest worry about cacti and 
other succulents seems to be how 
much and how often to water. In the 
spring and summer months, I find

that they have about the same 
moisture requirements as geraniums. 
In other words, when the surface soil 
feels dry, water well. Within an hour 
afterwards, pour off any water that 
remains in the saucer. 
In the shorter, cooler days of fall 
and winter, cacti and other succulents 
need less water, usually only enough 
to keep the leaves or bodies from 
shriveling or shrinking. By the same 
token, these plants can be fertilized 
lightly but regularly through the spr­ 
ing and summer months, but not at all 
the rest of the year. 
As house plants, cacti and other 
succulents also need fresh air circula­ 
tion and an occasional shower of tepid 
water to remove dust and grime. 
Each time you apply water to the soil, 
give the pots a quarter turn in the 
same direction so that all parts of the 
plants will receive an equal amount of 
sunlight. 
If you have a terrace or other gar­ 
dening space outdoors, cacti and 
other succulents can benefit enor­ 
mously from spending the summer 
months there. Just be careful about 
putting them in too much hot. direct 
sun before they have a chance to 
toughen up 


Other checkpoints for cacti and 
other succulents outdoors include 
these: 
Be sure that pots are stable 
enough so that strong winds won’t 
blow them over. 
In dry weather, 
check watering needs several times a 
week;-the soil may dry out more 
quickly than you think. Sunburn can 
result if the soil is extremely dry at 
the same time the plants are in hot, 
direct sun most of the day. Following 
each rain, empty the saucers so that 
the roots won’t stand for long in 
water. If you live in an area where 
hailstorms are a regular part of sum­ 
mer, keep cacti and other succulents 
under some kind of protective cover­ 
ing such as a screened porch or lath 
house. 


For cacti and other succulents in 
general, either indoors or outdoors, 
summer is the best time to take care 
of repotting and to propagate by 
means of division, cutting or seeds. 


House Call 
Q. I need to repot my cacti, but last 
time I got thorns in my hands despite 
wearing heavy gloves. What do you 
suggest? 
A. Forget the gloves; instead, fold a 
couple of sheets of newspaper into a 
long strip an inch or two wide and use 
this as a grip to hold the cactus while 
you are working with it.

Although it’s an overstate­ 
ment to say that the author 
focuses on any one character, 
the plot does loosely revolve 
around Jeff Streator. But con­ 
centrating on Streator proves 
to be a m i s t a k e , s i n c e 
McCarthy is obviously more 
tuned into politics than TV. 
Although Streator works for 
one of the networks, deadlines 
or d irectiv es from above 
never seem to interfere with 
long lunches and leisurely in­ 
terviews 


McCarthy does, however, 
have some interesting points 
to make. She shows, for in­ 
stance. that to the average 
voter, the way a candidate 
“ acts” before the cam era is 
m ore im p o rtan t than his 
record. This contention is 
skillfully illustrated by Sen 
Sam Nordahl, whose presiden­ 
tial bid is launched and later 
shattered by television

Safire is at his best when 
he’s describing White House 
backbiting and power jockey­ 
ing. He’s at his worst when 
d escribing the sexual en­ 
co u n ters which occur at 
regular intervals In fact, the 
sex scenes are so ineptly done 
that they’re as distracting as 
long landscape descriptions in 
a m urder mystery 


Also, the novel suffers from 
bad puns, worse metaphors 
and lines that can only be
